the situation except to stop the supply 
at the source.

CAPTAIN ROALD AMUNDSEN AND THE' MAUD 


BT HAAXOX H. BA3IMER, 


Captain Roald Amundsen's Associate 
(Written Especially for 1VEA Sen-ice 
and The Bee.) 


In five or ten years the transpolar 


route during the summer will be thf* 
quickest and safest air route to Eu- 
rope. On that route one will be able 
to make safe emergency landings, 
that will never be possible on the At- 
lantic Ocean. 


To explore the area along which 


such route will lie, is the object of 
Amundsen's trans-polar flight—-NUT 
the rediscovery of the North Pole or 
the finding, and annexing, of a pos- 
sible 
Arctic 
region. 
Success 
to 


Amundsen would mean the fulfillment 
of an old plan and task to which he 
set himself many years back. 


In 1914 Amundsen was outfitting 
the Frana for a tran.=-poiar drift and 
had purchased an airplane in order 
to make flights in the Arctic with his 
ship as a base. 
The war broke out 


and he was forced to postpone his 
plans. 
In 1317-IS his new Arctic ship the 


Maud was being built in Norway 
after his 6wn design but not until 
August, 1918, was he ready to start 
on ~his quest. 
Starting from Xorwaj 
he set course 
through the North 
Bast Passap-e with the intention of 
forcin" his ship into the Aicuc ice 
pack and drift with the ice over the 
top of the world from the Pacific to 
the Atlantic s.de. 
Due to a succession of mishaps the 
Maud did not freeze into the ice until 
August, 
1922, an_d 
then 
without 


Amundsen on board as he in the 
meanthn- had decided to make an at- 
tempt of a trans-polar flight. It will 
take the Maud from five to seven 
years to drift across the Polar Basin 
while Amundsen expects to traverse 
the same territory in from 24 to 26 
actual flying hours. 


Amundsen s flight has only one ob- 
ject: 
Exploration. 
By his flight he 
hopes to add valuable information to 
the scientific data which will be se- 
cured by the Maud on her long drift 


Much has been said and written 


about the possible discovery of an 
Arctic continent. 
The faith in the 
existence of buch a continent was 
much stronger a few months ago 
than it is todaj. as Dr. H. U. Sver- 
drup. the eminent scientist of the 
Maud expedition, has stated in his 
latest wneless reports that his ocean- 
osraphic researches -would go to dis- 
prove the theory of such -a. continent. 


But even should a continent be 


found it could not possibly have any 
practical value as it would be abso- 
lutely inaccessible except bj an air 
route during the summer month. 


But the exploration of the large 


unknown area between the 
North 
Pole and America will be of immense 
interest and value to science. 
And 
this, from an explorer's standpoint, 
will be sufficient to warrant the at- 
tempt of a trans-polar flight. But 
from a government standpoint, there 
are "other objects to be rained. One 
of the most important is knowledge 
of conditions for a trans-polar 
air 


route and the charting of possible 
stopping places in the unknown area. 
Here . the 
Shenandoah 
expedition 


could have done great work. 


Just as surely as the submarine 


Deutschland negotiated the Atlantic 
Ocean during the "tt'orld War, just as 
surely will airplanes negotiate the 
1800-mile trans-polar flight in the 
next. 
In the United States, we do not 
icalizc the progress of aviation In 
Europe. 
Every country in Europe, large or 


small, is buying aircraft, experiment- 
ing, 
improving 
Practically 
every 


government is spending millions to 
subsidize commercial aviation. 
The 
reason is clear. 
Large commercial 


air fleets mean experienced pilots and 
valuable equipment- 
If a ship can 


only carry sufficient useful load, the 
load can just as " well be machine 
guns as passengers. 
Europe is undoubtedly preparing1 


for the (Jay when aerial supremacy 
\M!I be the best argument, and in the 
meantime the United States of Amer- 
ica, the land of progress, of advance- 
ment, is pracidly looking on, and 
have dropped out of the trans-polar 
race, 
race. 
Whether successful or unsuccess- 


ful, 
a trans-polar flight will be an 
extraordinary everft in the history of 
aviation and" will greatly serve to its 
further development.

judged insane and committed,, to an

^reairwhile three more schools were 


burned. 


Russians entered the school at Bril- 


liant, and, in Russian, urged the chil- 
dren to throw down their books. 


There are some who think the pro- 


vincial officials have been too lenient 
with the Doukhobors.
